Dr. Don Miller, WONTP and ARRL Dir- 
ectcr fcr the Central Division provided us with some candid insights into 
his job as Director and ARRL policy. Don spends a lot of time reading the 
mail from Division members as well as the so called blue mail from HQS. 
Some of this mail is quite mad but Don answers all. de spends much time 
presenting talks in the Division and attending Hamfests and other activ- 
ities and functions including the Annual ARRL Director's meeting, just 
past. Don petitioned at this recent meeting that ARRL establish an ARRL 
Washington Office to be staffed with a qualified legal counsel to keep 
in touch with variuos Got. agencies having to do with Communications 
including the FCC, Supreme Court, Pentagon and the Senate Officé Bldg. 
The resolution was adopted and now being implemented. Don stated that it 
is his obligation as your representative to ARRL to present all area mo- 
tions no matter what his personal feelings are.
